Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  my  First  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  District.  As  there  have  been  six  new 
Parishes  added,  I  first  give  statistics  of  the  original  District 
for  the  sake  of  comparison  with  previous  years. 

The  population  of  the  original  District  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  1897,  was  16,724. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  .  .  32-1  per  1000  of  the  population.

It  will  thus  be  noticed  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  slightly 
lower,  the  Death  Rate  is  much  lower,  the  Zymotic  Death  Rate 
is  slightly  higher,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  is  much  higher  than 
in  1896. 

The  population  of  the  whole  District  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  1897  was  18,147.

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Diseases  of  the  Lungs. 

Seventy-four  Deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Disease  of 
the  Lungs,  of  which  13  were  due  to  Phthisis.  Pneumonia  has 
been  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  has  accounted  for  an 
increase  in  the  mortality  from  Lung  Diseases.

During  the  year  I  received  174  notifications,  11  of  which 
were  from  the  Sheepy  Rural  District,  which  leaves  163  to 
compare  with  71  in  1896,  and  212  in  1895. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Serious  outbreaks  occurred  at  Ibstock  and  Ratby. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  eight  cases  were  notified,  com¬ 
pared  with  27  in  1896.

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Outbreaks  of  these  diseases  have  occurred  in  many 
villages,  especially  at  Desford. 

Deaths  occurred  from  Measles  at  Ibstock  and  Upton, 
and  from  Whooping  Cough  at  Ibstock,  Barlestone,  and 
Bagworth. 

It  is  a  popular  belief,  especially  among  the  lower  classes 
that  the  diseases  are  harmless,  and  consequently  they  are  very 
careless  in  the  matter  of  spreading  infection.  Medical  men  are 
seldom  called  in,  and  it  is  generally  the  schoolmaster  who  first 
becomes  aware  that  these  diseases  are  prevalent.  Care  should 
be  taken  by  him  that  no  children  from  infected  houses  attend 
school,  and  the  children  should  be  advised  not  to  mix  with 
infected  families  when  out  of  school.  In  all  notifiable  diseases, 
the  schoolmaster  has  been  communicated  with  by  post-card,  and 
instructed  to  exclude  all  children  from  infected  houses  from  the 
school. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Three  cases  have  been  notified,  all  of  which  proved  fatal. 
One  at  Witherley  and  two  at  Ibstock.  The  cases  at  Ibstock 
were  attended  by  the  same  midwife,  who  was  warned  not  to 
attend  another  case  for  a  specified  period,  and  was  supplied  with 
disinfectants  and  instructions  how  to  use  them. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

A  site  for  an  Infectious  Hospital  has  been  obtained  at 
Ibstock,  and  it  will  shortly  be  erected. 
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YEAR  ENDING  1897. 

Report  of  the  Sanitary  Work  done  during  1897  : — 

Eive  cases  of  over-crowding. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  water  analysed — • 

Nine  ,,  found  good. 

Eive  ,,  within  limits  allowed. 

Fifteen  ,,  condemned  as  bad. 

Forty  Canal  Boats  inspected—  one  was  found  in  a  leaky 
state — notice  was  served  on  the  owners,  and  the  necessary  work 
was  done,  by  them.  All  the  others  were  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Five  houses  unfit  for  habitation.  Four  of  these  were  put 
in  a  tenantable  condition  by  the  several  owners,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  one  was  pulled  down. 

Four  dangerous  buildings — these  were  all  taken  down  by 
the  owners. 

Four  common  lodging-houses  registered  (three  at  Ibstock 
and  one  at  Markfield.) 

Sewage  Works — 

Six  inch  sewer  laid  at  Cadeby.

Water  Supply — 

The  Town  of  Market  Bosworth  is  partially  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Hinckley  Urban  Council’s  Waterworks, 
which  passes  through  Bosworth. 

Thornton  has  a  private  supply  of  water  which  belongs  to 
the  Countess  of  Warwick. 

The  rest  of  the  District  depend  on  deep  wells  for  the 
supply  of  water. 
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Scavenging  Arrangements — 

Market  Bosworth — A  scavenger  is  employed. 

Ibstock  ditto. 

Throughout  the  rest  of  the  District  the  occupiers  have  to 
see  to  the  removal. 

Bagworth — 

A  drain  was  found  to  be  useless  which  drained  the  main 
road,  also  Johnson’s  Cottages,  and  other  adjoining 
properties.  To  remedy  this,  a  new  6-inch  socketted  pipe 
drain  was  laid,  and  carried  to  another  outfall,  where  it  could 
obtain  a  proper  fall.  The  County  Council  bore  part  of 
the  cost. 

Various  nuisances  have  been  abated  at  this  place,  and 
the  well  at  the  top  end  of  Colliery  Bow  has  received  careful 
attention — having  been  cleaned  out,  deepened,  well 
puddled  over  the  top,  and  paved  over,  and  a  drain  laid  to 
carry  off  the  waste  water.  A  sample  of  the  water  has, 
since  then,  been  analysed,  and  is  reported  as  “  containing 
“  some  vegetable  matter,  and  would  be  improved  by  filtra¬ 
tion  but  it  is  a  fair  water  for  domestic  purposes.  It 
“  contains  some  iron.” 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  two  houses  here — 
Bancroft’s  and  Hatchett’s.  There  were  no  nuisances  on 
either  of  the  premises.  Disinfectants  and  careful  instruc¬ 
tions  given  in  each  case. 

Barlestone — 

Sanitary  Improvements.  —  Various  nuisances  abated, 
brickworks  and  privies  repaired,  roofs  of  privies  re-slated, 
stopped-up  drains  put  in  proper  working  order,  new  drains 
laid  with  socket  pipes,  defective  inlets  to  drains  substituted 
by  gully  traps,  pumps  repaired,  and  ashpits  repaired,  and 
paving  over  several  wells,  repaired  and  jointed. 

Great  difficulty  is  found  by  the  inhabitants  to  get  any. 
one  to  have  the  ash  and  privy  accumulations,  and  they 
consequently  lie  too  long  before  they  are  removed.  To 
remedy  this,  a  scavenger  should  be  appointed  to  do  the 
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work,  and  provide  a  tip  for  the  refuse.  This  arrangement 
has  been  carried  out  with  great  success  at  Ibstock  and 
Market  Bosworth,  at  a  small  cost. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Saunt’s,  Parker’s, 
and  at  the  Bev.  Homer’s,  etc.  On  an  inspection  of  these 
premises,  no  nuisances  were  found. 

Barton-in-the-Beans — 

Nuisances  of  defective  drains  have  been  abated,  and 
privies  repaired,  &c. 

A  sample  of  water  from  the  well  at  Wm.  Frisby’s  farm 
was  sent  to  be  analysed,  and  the  analyst  reported  it  a 
“  very  dirty  water,  highly  contaminated,  and  totally  unfit  for 
“  domestic  use.” 

A  new  well  is  going  to  be  sunk  in  a  favourable  position. 

Oadeby — 

A  new  main  drain  has  been  laid  in  this  village,  the  old 
one  was  blocked  up,  and  composed  of  defective  materials, 
portions  being  tiles,  land  drainpipes,  and  brick  drain.  The 
drains  from  the  houses  on  the  route  of  new  drain  have  been 
laid  into  it,  and  the  top  water  inlets  connected  into  it,  have 
been  properly  trapped. 

Various  nuisances  of  a  minor  nature  have  been  abated 
throughout  the  village. 

A  case  of  Scarlet  fever  occurred  at  the  Bull-in-tbe-Oak 
farm.  The  cows  drinking  at  a  polluted  pond,  were  probably 
the  cause  through  the  medium  of  milk.  This  source  of 
contamination  has  been  stopped  by  the  drainage  deing 
taken  to  a  more  suitable  outfall. 

A  sample  of  the  well  water  was  analysed,  and  was  reported 
“  a  good  water  for  domestic  use,  and  gives  no  evidence  of 
“  pollution.”  Disinfectants  were  given. 

Carlton — 

Various  nuisances  have  been  abated  here,  new  drainage 
been  laid  to  the  Carlton  Gate  Inn,  with  a  cesspool  to  inter¬ 
cept  the  solid  matter.  New  thatch  to  the  cottages  belonging 
to  Mr.  Wm.  Thompson.  A  cottage  occupied  by  a  man, 
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named  Miller,  was  in  a  very  unclean  state.  Notice  was. 
served  on  him  to  put  the  premises  in  a  cleanly  state.  This 
wras,  however,  done  by  the  owner,  as  the  man  left  the 
cottage,  before  the  time  given  in  the  notice  to  abate  the 
nuisance  expired. 

A  sample  of  water  was  sent  from  the  well  belonging  to  the 
cottages  belonging  to  Mr.  O.  Hollier  and  Miss  Hollier.  It 
was  reported  as  “  unfit  for  domestic  use.”  The  well  has 
since  been  cleaned  out,  puddled  over  top,  securely  paved, 
and  a  drain  laid  to  carry  off  the  waste  water. 

CoNGERSTONE - 

Various  nuisances  have  been  abated  here,  principally 
repairs  to  the  brickwork  and  roofs  of  privies,  several  drains 
unstopped,  others  taken  up  and  relaid  with  socket  pipes, 
in  place  of  the  tile  drains,  defective  grates  replaced  by  gully 
traps,  and  foul  sink  outlets  made  to  discharge  by  pipes 
through  walls  on  to  gully  traps,  &c.,  &c.  A  sample  of  water 
from  the  newly-opened  well  at  Murby’s  was  analysed,  and 
pronounced  “  a  fairly  good  water  for  domestic  use.” 

Dadlington — 

Several  nuisances  have  been  abated  here,  particularly  a 
nuisance  caused  by  the  liquids  from  Mr.  Scrivener’s  farm 
yard,  overflowing  into  the  Sutton  Cheney  Lane.  A  drain 
laid  from  the  yard  effected  a  remedy.  A  case  of  diptheria 
occurred  here — Ada  Wale,  3  years  of  age — the  case  was 
taken  to  the  Hinckley  Hospital.  No  nuisances  were  found 
on  the  premises.  Disinfectants  were  provided. 

Desford — 

Various  nuisances  have  abated  here.  Stopped-up  drains 
set  at  liberty,  old  drains  taken  up  and  socket  pipes 
substituted,  privies  re-built,  others  repaired,  urinal  properly 
constructed  and  drained,  ashpits  repaired  and  some  roofed 
over,  causeways  to  premises  re-laid,  a  well  cleaned  out 
and  properly  paved  over.  A  sample  of  the  water  from  the 
newly-opened  town  well  is  reported  as  “a  good  water  for 
“  domestic  use.” 
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Groby — 

Various  nuisances  have  have  been  abated  here.  Drains 
taken  up  and  re-laid,  untrapped  openings  into  drains  have 
been  trapped,  pumps  repaired,  a  privy  and  vault  too  near 
the  Victoria  Stone  Terrace  was  abolished,  and  new  ashpit 
erected  well  away  from  dwellings,  several  premises  have 
been  properly  drained  where  no  drains  formerly  existed, 
wells  cleaned  out  and  made  impervious  to  topwater.  A 
sample  of  water  has  been  taken  from  the  well  at  the 
Victoria  Stone  Terrace,  and  is  reported  by  the  Analyst  “  a 
“  good  water  for  domestic  use.”  A  sample  was  sent  of  the 
water  in  the  well  at  the  large  house,  Victoria  Stone  Terrace, 
and  is  reported  “  a  fairly  good  water,  except  for  the  presence 
“of  a  large  amount  of  carbonate  of  iron,  and  is  not  unfit  for 
“  domestic  use,”  and  a  sample  sent  from  Cowpen  Farm, 
“  highly  charged  with  sewage,  and  unfit  for  domestic  use.” 
This  is  the  second  sample  sent  from  this  well,  and  as  the 
well  was  cleaned  out,  deepened,  paved  over  and  new  drains 
laid  from  the  cottage  after  the  first  sample  was  con¬ 
demned,  the  only  course  is  to  sink  a  new  well  away  from 
any  possible  source  of  pollution. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  fever  have  occurred  at  Baker’s,  Chip- 
pington’s,  Bouse’s,  and  Perkin’s,  all  in  the  Ratby  Row. 
The  drains  to  the  row  in  which  Baker  lives  were  not 
effectively  trapped,  and  the  privy  vault  was  improperly 
covered  over.  New  gullies  have  been  fixed  to  the  drains, 
and  the  covering  over  vault  put  right.  A  sample  of  the 
well  water  to  this  row  was  analysed  and  found  “to  be  a 
satisfactory  water  for  domestic  use.”  Disinfectants  and 
instructions  were  given  in  each  case. 

Ibstock — 

Various  nuisances  have  been  abated  at  this  place.  Several 
houses  condemned  have  been  repaired  and  made  fit  for 
habitation.  Drains  taken  up  and  re-laid;  others  connected 
with  sewers  ;  deep  privy  vaults  abolished,  and  ash-pit  floors 
raised  to  above  ground  level,,  and  others  repaired  and 
covered  in.  A  dangerous  building  at  the  bottom  of  Deacon’s 
Lane  taken  down.  Defective  causeways  repaired  and 
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others  drained.  Several  privies  which  were  too  near  well 3 
have  been  converted  into  pan  closets  ;  others  have  been 
abolished  and  new  ones  (pans)  erected  further  away.  Many 
pumps  have  been  repaired  and  several  wells  cleaned  out, 
and  made  impervious  to  top  water. 

Several  samples  of  water  analysed  as  follows  : — 

Shaw’s  Cottages,  Deacon’s  Lane  ...  “highly  charged 

with  sewage,  and  unfit  for  domestic  use.” 

Ditto  (2nd  sample )  ...  ...  “  show  great  im¬ 

provement,  but  is  not  yet  safe  for  use.” 

Top  Well,  Meadow  Eow  ...  “  very  good  water.” 

Bottom  Well  do.  ...  ...  “  very  good  water.” 

Knowles’  Cottages,  Harrison’s  Yard,  “  this  water  is  highly 

contaminated,  and  unfit  for  use.” 

Farmer’s  Cottages,  Heather  Road,  “this  water  is  un¬ 
satisfactory,  and  cannot  be  considered 
free  from  contamination.” 

Melbourne  Villas,  same  as  above. 

Both  of  the  last-mentioned  have  been  cleaned  out.  Far¬ 
mer’s  Well — a  defective  drain  was  found  just  over  the  Well ; 
this  was  put  right.  The  tenants  of  Knowles’  Cottages  have 
another  well  they  can  use.  The  water  in  Shaw’s  Well 
continues  improving. 

Several  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  have  occurred  here ;  no 
nuisances  were  found  on  any  of  the  premises  affected, 
excepting  Farmer’s  Cottages,  where  the  well  was  found 
polluted  as  mentioned  above.  Disinfectants  and  instruc¬ 
tions  were  given  in  each  instance. 

Nailstone  Wood  and  Ellistown, — Various  nuisances  have 
been  abated  here,  mostly  of  a  slight  kind. 

Kirkby  Mallory-  — 

Several  drains  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid,  drains 
properly  trapped,  and  sink  wastes  disconnected  from  direct 
discharge  into  the  drains,  by  making  them  empty  on 
trapped  gullies  outside  dwellings.  Privies  and  ashpits  have 
been  variously  repaired. 
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Market  Bosworth — 

Many  nuisances  have  been  abated  here.  A  dangerous 
building  belonging  to  the  Leicester  Banking  Co.,  has  been 
pulled  down.  Two  cases  of  overcrowding  abated  ;  several 
privies  converted  into  pan  closets,  dilapidated  roofs  and 
thatching  to  dwellings  repaired,  drains  relaid,  trapped,  and 
new  ones  laid  ;  ashpits  repaired  and  covered  in,  and  floors 
raised  to  above  ground  ;  pigs  kept  too  near  a  dwelling  were 
removed,  &c. 

A  sample  of  water  from  the  Aqueduct  Farm  was  analysed 
and  found  “  contains  vegetable  growth  and  animalculae, 
and  required  filtration,  but  is  free  from  contamination  and 

fit  for  domestic  use. 

Markfield — 

Various  nuisances  abated,  principally  drains  requiring 
relaying  ;  new  socket  pipe  drains  laid  in  place  of  tile  ones ; 
four  new  wells  sunk  ;  defective  privies  repaired.  A  case  of 
overcrowding.  Two  premises  in  an  unclean  and  filthy  state  ; 
new  thatching  and  slated  roofs  to  several  dwellings.  In¬ 
sufficient  water  supply  to  several  premises ;  work  in  hand. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Callis’,  Hegg’s,  and  Hucknall’s. 

Case  of  Diphtheria  at  Shaw  Lane — G.  Kendrick.  This 
wTas  a  very  slight  case. 

No  nuisances  existed  on  any  of  the  premises. 

Disinfectants  and  instructions  were  given  in  each  case. 

The  drainage  of  the  property  adjoining  and  near  to  the 
Quarryman’s  Arms  was  found  to  be  insufficient  for  the  work 
required,  so  it  was  found  necessary  to  lay  a  short  length  of 
new  6-inch  pipe  drain  to  drain  this  part  of  the  village. 

Nailstone— 

Several  nuisances  have  been  abated  here,  mostly  stopped 
up  drains  needing  cleaning  out,  and  in  some  cases  new 
socket  pipe  drains  laying ;  several  privies  and  pumps 
repaired. 

Newbold  Verdon — 

A  new  drain  has  been  laid  in  the  Bosworth  road  to  drain 
the  property  on  this  road ;  several  new  drains  have  been  laid  on 
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private  property  here  ;  many  privies  and  ashpits  have  been 
repaired ;  several  privies  have  been  converted  into  pan 
closets  ;  new  privies  built  in  place  of  old  dilapidated  ones ; 
pigs  removed,  being  kept  too  near  public  road  and  dwellings  ; 
a  case  of  overcrowding  abated ;  defective  thatching  to  roofs 
of  cottages  put  in  repair,  &c. 

A  sample  of  water  from  Statham’s  was  found  “a  fairly 
good  water  for  domestic  use.” 

A  sample  of  water  from  Bates’  was  found  “  containing 
much  organic  matter,  sufficient  to  render  it  unwholesome.” 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  Brown’s  and  Frearson’s  ; 
at  Brown’s  the  thatch  of  the  cottage  was  very  defective, 
permitting  rain  to  get  through ;  the  thatching  has  since 
been  repaired. 

Case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Kate  Prime,  14  years  of  age. 
No  nuisance  existed  on  the  premises. 

Case  of  Diphtheria,  Mary  Bates,  3  years  of  age.  A  sample 
of  the  well  water  was  analysed  as  given  above  ;  the  well 
has  been  cleaned  out.  The  drainage  from  this  cottage  and 
two  other  cottages  near  empty  into  an  open  ditch  on  the 
road  side,  and  create  a  serious  nuisance.  A  new  drain  is  to 
be  shortly  laid  to  carry  the  drainage  of  these  cottages  into 
an  existing  sewer  down  the  village,  and  so  bring  about  a 
very  much  needed  improvement. 

Norton  Juxta,  Twycross — 

Various  nuisances  have  been  removed  here,  principally  a 
privy  which  was  too  near  a  well  has  been  converted  into  a 
pan  closet ;  defective  privies  repaired  ;  others  converted  into 
pan  closets  ;  several  drains  repaired  and  relaid.  One  house 
which  was  almost  unfit  for  habitation,  has  been  repaired, 
and  is  now  in  a  fair  condition. 

Orton  on  the  Hill — 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  here  ;  new  privies  and 
ashpits  built  in  place  of  old  ones,  cottages  re-thatched, 
several  wells  covered  over  securely  which  were  formerly 
open  or  had  rotten  coverings  and  were  dangerous,  new 
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urinal  built,  and  several  drains  relaid  and  others  trapped. 
A  ruinous  unoccupied  cottage,  which  was  a  danger  to  public 
safety,  has  been  taken  down. 

OSBASTONE — 

A  sample  of  water  was  sent  to  be  analysed  from  Smith’s 
cottage,  at  The  Hollow,  and  is  reported  as  “  good  water  for 
domestic  use.”  This  well  was,  first  of  all,  in  a  very  defective 
condition,  the  covering  being  very  defective,  and  top  water 
and  organic  matter  gaining  easy  access.  The  owner  had  it 
thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  securely  covered  over,  and 
shortly  afterwards  a  sample  was  sent  to  be  analysed  with 
the  above  good  result. 

Case  of  diptheria — Fanny  Ramsell,  3  years  old — this  case 
proved  fatal.  No  nuisance  existed  on  the  premises. 

Case  of  scarlet  fever — Thomas  Bayliss,  four  years  old — 
this  occurred  at  Smith’s  Cottages.  The  well  referred  to 
above  was  used  by  the  tenants  of  this  cottage,  but  the  water 
was  put  right  previous  to  the  outbreak  of  fever.  Disinfec¬ 
tants  were  given  in  each  case. 

Several  drains  have  been  relayed  and  privies  repaired  in 
the  parish. 

Peckleton — 

A  few  minor  nuisances  have  [been  found  here,  and  have 
been  abated. 

A  case  of  Scarlet  fever  occurred  to  a  child,  named  Timson. 
Disinfectants  and  instructions  were  given.  The  privy  was 
slightly  defective,  and  has  been  put  right  since. 

Ratby — 

Various  nuisances  abated.  A  cottage  at  Bondman  Hays 
wTas  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  unfit  for  habitation.  The 
premises  have  since  been  put  in  a  fair  tenantable  condition, 
several  drains  have  been  directed  from  discharging  into  pri¬ 
vate  cesspools,  and  have  been  connected  into  the  main  sewer. 
Several  old  privies  have  been  abolished  and  new  ones 
erected,  others  have  been  converted  into  pan-closets,  other 
privies  have  been  repaired.  Several  pumps  have  been  re¬ 
paired,  drains  have  been  relaid  or  new  ones  substituted. 

Complaint  having  been  made  about  the  sewage  from  the 
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top  end  of  the  village,  polluting  a  brook,  it  has  been  decided 
to  continue  the  main  sewer  to  the  other  portions  of  the 
village.  Plans  have  been  prepared,  and  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  applied  to,  to  sanction  a  loan  for  carrying  out  the 
work. 

Two  cases  of  Diptheria  occurred  here — Thomas  and  Rhoda 
Bent,  children.  The  premises  were  inspected  and  no 
nuisance  found. 

Case  of  Typhoid  fever — Elizabeth  Kelham,  13  years  old. 
No  nuisances  existed,  and  a  sample  of  the  water  was 
analysed,  and  found  “  a  very  good  water  for  domestic  use.”  © 

Cases  of  Scarlet  fever — Ball,  Colton,  Geary,  and  Hand, 
no  nuisances  on  premises.  Tipper  and  Corah — no  nuisances 
on  premises.  Newbrey,  Taylor,  Marvin,  Jackson,  Astill, 
Richardson,  and  Hirons — no  nuisance  on  these  premises. 
Disinfectants  and  instructions  were  given  in  each  case. 

Samples  of  water  analysed  : — Gregory’s  property  “  a  very 
good  water.” 

Old  Haye’s  Farm  “contains  so  much  organic  matter  as 
“  to  render  it  unsafe  for  domestic  use.”  The  well  has  been 
cleaned  out  and  the  top  raised  and  securely  paved  over  ;  a 
second  sample  will  be  sent  to  be  analysed. 

Stevens’,  Bondman  Hay.  “  This  water  contains  much 
“  peaty  matter,  but  is  otherwise  free  from  contamination,  and 
“  fit  for  domestic  use  if  boiled  or  filtered.” 

Shackerstone — 

Various  nuisances  abated,  chiefly  drains  relayed,  trapped, 
new  sinkstones  replacing  defective  and  foul  old  ones,  privies 
repaired.  Several  nuisances  are  at  present  receiving 
attention, 

SlBSON - 

Various  drains  repaired,  unstopped,  and  new  ones  laid. 
Pumps  repaired,  privies  repaired,  and  others  converted  into 
pan  closets,  sink  outlet  repaired,  &c. 

Case  of  Scarlet  fever — Edith  Walker,  12  years  old.  There 
were  no  nuisances  on  the  premises.  Disinfectants  and 
instructions  were  given. 
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Stanton  under  Bard  on — 

Various  nuisances  abated.  A  cottage  occupied  by  Samuel 
Weston  was  found  in  an  unclean  state.  The  premises  were 
put  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

Stapleton — 

Various  nuisances  have  been  abated  ;  mostly  drains  re¬ 
paired,  relaid,  and  trapped  ;  privies  repaired. 

Sutton  Cheney — 

Various  nuisances  abated.  Privies  too  near  dwellings 
have  been  converted  into  pan-closets,  defective  roofs  to 
cottages  have  been  repaired,  drains  relaid,  others  laid  with 
new  socket  pipes,  traps  fixed  in  place  of  open  gratings,  wells 
cleaned  out  and  repaired  over  top.  The  outfall  of  village 
drain  in  the  Smithy  Lane  has  been  carried  further  down  the 
lane  by  9-inch  socket  pipes,  as  the  former  outfall  was  too 
near  the  main  road,  passing  through  the  village. 

Thornton — 

Various  nuisances  have  been  found  here,  mostly  defective 
drains,  privies,  and  ashpits.  Most  of  the  nuisances  are 
in  hand  at  the  present  time. 

Twycross — 

Many  nuisances  have  been  abated  here,  including  defective 
sink  water  outlets  put  in  a  proper  state  and  discharging  out¬ 
side  on  gully  traps,  privies  repaired  and  roofs  re-slated, 
ashpits  repaired.  Surface  water  was  found  to  be  getting 
into  the  village  well,  so  the  well  was  cleaned  out  and  the 
covering  made  secure. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  fever  : — Choyce  (four)  at  Harris  Bridge 
Cottages.  No  nuisance  existed  on  the  premises. 

do.  Harrison,  Twycross. 

A  sample  of  water  from  Harrison’s  was  sent  to  be  analysed, 
and  found  “  highly  polluted,  and  is  unsafe  for  domestic  use.” 
The  village  well  is  within  reasonable  distance  from  this 
cottage. 

A  sample  of  water  was  sent  to  be  analysed  from  Mr. 
Gardner’s  well,  and  reported  “  contains  much  organic 
“  matter,  and  is  unsafe  for  domestic  use  it  has  the 
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“  characteristics  of  water  contaminated  by  farm  yard 

“  drainage.”  I  believe  the  necessary  alterations  are  in 
hand  here. 

Fenny  Drayton — 

Various  nuisances  have  been  abated  here,  and  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  others  are  in  hand.  Several  deep  ashpits  and  privy 
vaults  have  been  abolished,  the  former  made  smaller  and 
the  floors  raised  above  the  ground  level,  and  the  latter  con¬ 
verted  into  pan-closets,  or  to  discharge  into  the  altered  form 
of  ashpit.  Drains  have  been  relaid  and  properly  trapped, 
&c.,  &c.  The  outfall  for  the  village  drain  is  not  satisfactory 
in  the  roadside  ditch. 

Batcliffe  Culey — 

Several  nuisances  have  been  found  here  and  since  been 
abated.  Drains  taken  up  and  relaid  with  socket  pipe  drains; 
gullies  fixed  at  inlets  to  drains  ;  additional  privy  built  to 
Mrs.  Earp’s  cottages.  Privies  repaired  to  several  premises. 

Case  of  diphtheria,  Win.  Hatwell,  8  years  old.  This  case 
was  removed  to  the  Hinckley  Hospital.  This  was  believed 
to  have  been  caught  at  Atherstone. 

The  main  drain  in  this  village  has  been  found  to  he 
blocked  up  and  useless.  Partly  composed  of  various  sized 
pipes,  tiles,  and  land  pipes.  A  contract  has  been  entered 
into  to  lay  a  9  inch  socket  pipe  main  up  the  length  of  the 
village,  with  new  6  inch  socket  pipe  drains  up  the  side 
roads.  All  the  top  water  grates  in  road  will  be  properly 
trapped  from  the  drains. 

Sheepy  Magna — 

Various  nuisancas  have  been  found  here  and  have  been 
abated  by  the  owners.  Drains  stopped  up  have  been  opened 
into  and  set  at  liberty,  others  have  been  re-laid  with  socket 
pipes,  and  others  properly  trapped.  Several  deep  ashpits 
and  privy  vaults  have  been  abolished,  the  ashpits  made 
shallow,  and  the  privies  altered  accordingly.  Several  pumps 
which  were  out  of  repair  have  been  mended. 

Sheepy  Parva — 

A  few  nuisances  existed  here  and  have  been  abated.  Deep 
ashpits  and  privies  altered  according  to  the  regulation 
pattern.  Ashpits  covered  in,  and  open  cesspool  has  been 
properly  slabbed  over. 
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Three  cases  of  typhoid  fever — Laura  Wheatley,  Lizzie 
Crowshaw  and  Frank  Crowshaw,  9,  4  and  11  years  old 
respectively.  At  Wheatley’s  no  nuisance  existed.  At 
Croshaw’s,  the  drains  needed  re-laying,  and  a  sample  of  the 
well-water  was  analysed  and  found  “to  contain  unaltered 
sewage  matter,  and  unfit  for  domestic  use.”  The  well 
was  afterwards  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  well  paved  over,  and 
the  drains  near  carefully  laid  with  socket  pipes.  A  month 
afterwards  a  second  sample  was  analysed  and  found 
“  unsatisfactory  and  cannot  be  considered  free  from  con¬ 
tamination  and  is  unfit  for  domestic  use.”  A  new  well  is 
going  to  be  sunk  in  a  favourable  position  to  try  and  obtain 
a  good  supply. 

WlTHERLEY - 

Various  nuisances  have  been  found  existing  here  and  have 
mostly  been  abated.  New  drains  have  been  laid  on  several 
premises.  One  has  been  connected  into  the  main  sewer 
(Thurlow’s  property).  Many  privies  have  been  repaired, 
new  ones  have  been  built  to  replace  old  ones,  new  ashpits 
have  been  built  and  others  repaired. 

The  sewage  tank  in  Mythe  Lane. — This  tank  is  not  very 
satisfactory  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  a  constant  course  of 
emptying  it  and  re-charging  with  coke  it  may  improve. 
Should  it  not  do  so  a  new  treatment  will  have  to  be  resorted  to. 

The  Riverside  Cottages  discharge  their  drainage  direct  into 
the  river,  this  is  a  very  bad  state  of  things  and  requires 
consideration. 

A  sample  of  water  from  Mr.  Sharrott’s  well  was  analysed 
and  found  “  contains  a  large  amount  of  organic  matter  in 
solution,  and  is  unfit  for  domestic  use.” 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever : — Harry  Shepherd,  10  years  of  age; 
Noel  Braddriek,  5  years  of  age  ;  and  Edith  Clarke,  5  years 
of  age.  All  these  cases  were  conveyed  to  the  Hinckley 
Fever  Hospital.  No  nuisances  existed  on  any  of  these 
premises.
